Canada’s Prime Minister 
Reviews Foreign Affairs 


Before Members Of House 


OTTAWA, Feb. 18.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie | 
King in the House of Commons Monday reviewed foreign 
affairs, including the war situation, Following is a partial 
text of the Prime Minister's statement: 


When early in December, just “ 


before the adjournment of the 
House, I spoke of the war, I gave 
reasons for the view that the 
situation for Britain and her 
Allies was much better than it 
had been, not only at the time of 
the collapse of France, but in the 
months that followed that appal- 
ling catastrophe, The develop- 
ment of events has borne out the 
justness of that view, 

In the United Kingdom 
bombing raids, which were then 
the subject of so much anxiety, 
have become more, but less, 
effective Submarine attacks, 
though continuing to constitute the 
gravest menace have, in fact, in re-, 
cent weeks, grown not more, but} 
less destructive 

In spite of enemy attempts at| 
interference, the output of British 
industry has developed at a faster 
tempo and on a wider scale, On 
land, on sea and in the air the| 
defences of the British Isles have | 
been materially strengthened. The | 
morale of the British people has 
remained unshaken. If anything, 
the entire population has become 
more determined than ever. 


ROYAL AIR FORCE 
In Europe the Royal Air Force | 
has effected large scale destruction 
of industrial plants and agencies of 
communication, and of naval and 
air bases, particularly the so-called 
invasion ports. The British navy has | 
continued to patrol waters adjacent | 
to the British shores, and to pro- 
tect the transportation of men, 
munitions and supplies to and from 
the British Isles and other parts 
of the Empire 

In the African campaigns, the | 
whole situation has changed, from 
one of grave uncertainty for the 
British, to one of the gravest con- 
cern for Italy. Spectacular victories 
have been gained over the enemy | 
in the field 

Across the Mediterranean, in 
Albania, the Italians have fared 
no better, The Greek army, fight- 
ing with a valor worthy of the 
finest traditions of classical times, 
has since this house adjourned

PRE-WAR POLICY 

The earlier policy of the 
States was devised before the war 
started. It was based upon an as- 
sumption which ignored the real 
character of the present struggle. 
American ships were withdrawn 
from British waters and forbidden 
to enter the war zone, the belliger- 
ents were allowed to buy only what 
they could pay for and themselves | 
carry away. Purchases were limited 
to such as could be made in the 
course of normal business. | 

The unanswerable logic of events 
has brought home to the American 
people the realization that their 
future development, their security, 
the survival of the democratic way 
of life, are all bound up inseperably 
with defence of Britain and the de- 
feat of aggression. The President's 
message to Congress, one of the 
most important in his great career, 
set forth in words which cannot be 
misunderstood, a new policy of full} 
material support of the democracies 
in resisting aggression 

To the whole democratic world 
however that policy has brought) 
fresh hope and renewed resolution 
The United States is without ques- 
tion the most powerful economic 
unit in the world. In terms of 
National income, a recognized meas- 
ure of economic strength, it out- 
weighs Germany at least four to 
one. The United States has an an- 
nual output more than twice as 
great as all Europe. The forces 
against which the mobilization of 
this vast, this unrivalled industrial | 
power is directed, must evenutally 
feel the full weight of the impact. | 
Meanwhile its growing might towers 
like an impending avalanche above 
the heads of the aggressor nations, 


MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 

That the materia! assistance of the 
United States on the scale contem- | 
plated will in the long run be of de- 
cisive importance there can be no 
shadow of doubt. We must make 
sure, however, that there is a long 
run. A very critical stage is certain 
to be reached before the full aid of 
the United States becomes avail- 
able. 

As I pointed out in a broadcast a 
fortnight ago, there are many indi- 
cations that in the immediate future | 
the enemy will make a tremendous 
effort to destroy the British Com-| 
monwealth by a series of smashing 
blows of unprecedented severity | 
The skies are full of sure signs of a 
gathering storm 

Where the storm will break we 

cannot say. It may come in the 
Near East, or in the Western 
Mediterranean, or in the Far East, 
or over Britain itwelf, It may come 
in more than one place at the same 
time. Signs are not lacking that it 
may come in all these places at 
once.

For the French army 
simply collapsed—and the British 
escaped. 

Hitler's haste to conclude an arm- 
istice was still made in the hope of 
getting England out of the war, 
Then he could make a “deal” with 
her. He misestimated England, 
therefore, before the attack on 
Poland, after the victory over Po- 
land, and after the collapse of 


France! 


Meanwhile, his hastily concluded 
armistice with France plagues him, 
His hope for a Nazi revolution in 
France is a dud.

| But Hitler has another card to 
play. He is playing it. And his of- 
|fensive during the last few weeks 
jhas been a political offensive—con- 
centrated in Washington! There his 
friends, whatever kind words they 
may be saying about Britain, are 
| playing his game as vigorously as 
they can. Stop aid to Britain; Force 
| Britain to give in by reversing the 

American foreign policy! Save Ger- 
jmany the awful task of having to 
|defeat a Britain supplied by the 
| United States! 

This is Hitler's fourth attempt 
since the war began to defeat Chur- 
| chill without having really to fight 
him. For Hitler knows that even 

if he should win, it would be a 
world catastrophe. He would have a 
situation on his hands with which he 
knows he is unable to cope.

| If Col. Lindbergh loves peace 

so much, why is he not advising a 
defeated Italy to make peace with 
a victorious Britain? Why is he ac 
vising a completely undefeated Brit.

Since the colonel has again elect- 
ed to court the publicity that he 
pretends to loathe by playing hign 
politics, it is the right of the Am- 
erican people to ask him a few 
straightforward questions.
